Dead Sea 
Concession 


Lot's wife would ‘have been a little 
‘astonished, no doubt, if, before she 
looked back and made her own cc 
tribution to the mineral riches of 
the Dead Sea, she could have looked 
forward to pee day when industrial 
magnates such as Lord Melchett and 
Lord Inverforth would contend for 
the right to gather Dead Sea salts 
and plant them on the markets of 
the world in competition with the 
German and Alsatian potash prod- 
ucts. For the moment this struggle 
for the Dead Sea concession, which 
dates from pre-war days, is settled. 
An agreement was signed at the Col- 
onlal Office in London between rep- 
resentatives of the Government of 
Palestine and Transjordania and the 
representatives of the British subject 
and M. Moses Novomeysky, a Russian 
Jew now domiciled in Palestine. “he 
work of extracting the salts is ex- 
pected to commence in September. 
Before many years have passed it is 
possible that the Dead Sea will be 
producing vast quantities of inval- 
uable salts. But there are many 
difficulties to be overcome. The 
granting of this concession is a mat- 
ter of international interest. In the 
first place, the two countries with 
boundaries on the Dead Sea, Trans-
